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The report of the County Treasurer shows that the total 
disbursements for the year ending May Ist, 1877, amount to 
$41,853.36 ; that the County tax ($23,450) and the receipts 
from all other sources amount to $24,800.40, leaving a deficit 
of $17,052.96. To meet this deficiency, the Treasurer has 
borrowed on notes of the County, by approval of the Court, 
$17,000, leaving a balance his due of $52.96. 

Of the amount borrowed during the year, $3000 was on six 
months and has been paid; and there remains outstanding, 
including notes amounting to $2500, given prior to May Ist, 
1876, $16,500, of which $10,000 is payable Nov. 1st, 1877, 
and the balance is on demand. 

There is one order of the Court in the hands of the Treas- 
urer, authorizing him to borrow $2000, of which only $500 has 
yet been borrowed, that will enable the Treasurer to meet the 
demands until the County tax, due October next, is paid. 

The largely increased expenses of the County for the past 
year are attributable to several causes ; mainly, perhaps to the 
trial of the Doolittle murder case, and the cost incurred on 
account of two other murders, in the effort to detect the guilty 
parties. The increase of pauper expenses was incurred main- 
ly for aid given to the employees of the Keene and Manches- 
ter Railroad, who were defrauded of pay and labor and left 
without means of subsistence upon the public for support. 
The pauper expenses for the past year would- have been, in 
our opinion, more than two thousand dollars less than they 
were the year previous, had it not been for this class and those 
who came in search of labor upon said railroad, who were 
without means of support, and had to be aided. 

However, considering the general depression of business 
through the country, the tendency to disregard the law and 
to commit crime, it is not surprising that our pauper and 
court expenses are large; and they will continue to be heavy 
so long as business everywhere continues depressed, and the 
tendency to do wrong unchecked. 

The cost of repairs at the Alms House has been less the 
past year than usual; while the amount received for produce 
sold, the board of town paupers, and from other sources is 
larger; thus making the cost of supporting the paupers at the 
Farm, less than in previous years. 
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If all the paupers in the County, who are now aided and 
supported outside of the Alms House, could be carried to and 
supported on the Farm, it would greatly diminish the pauper 
account. County paupers should be maintained at the County 
Alms House, and the large number now supported in the dif- 
ferent towns, with few exceptions, ought to be removed there. 
The interest of the County not alone requires it, but humanity 
to a greater part of these unfortunates. The overseers of the 
poor and others, who oppose the commissioners in their effort 
to have all County paupers, with few exceptions, carried to the 
Alms House, are, in our minds, acting unwisely. 

In conclusion, we desire to thank Mr. and Mrs. Arad 
Fletcher, the Superintendent and Matron of our Alms House, 
and those who have assisted them, for their interest, efficient 
labors and judicious management of the institution during the 


past year.

It is not practicable to keep an accurate cost account of the 
support of the inmates of the House of Correction, separately 
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from that of the Alms House, as the supplies are purchased in 
common ; neither is it possible to keep an account of the value — 
of their labor. 

The bank wall on the south side of the Alms House yard 
was built mainly by aid of their labor, the construction of 
which, including the removal of the earth where the wall 
stands, and the grading of the yard, would have cost by hired 
labor, at least $600. During the winter months there is very 
little work on the Farm for the inmates to do.
